Within the last week another form
of comedy was seen by the editor
which was sg out of the ordinary,
and of such a high character both
photographically, and from the stand-
point of the play and the way it
was acted, that we would be falling
Ao our mission not to call particular
Sttention to it. This was a produc-
tion of the Marsha] Neilan-Ruth Ro-
iand-John Brennan Company of the
Lalem forces, and was called "“The
lavery of Foxicus.”
